West Pineville is another part that is 
divided by the river, but is considered 
in the district. 

Mr. Holmyard is general manager of 
the mines and has in his employ ISO 
They are getting ready fifty ovens 
and will begin to burn coke in a few 
days. From loads cf coal taken aw.iy 
daily, the work seems to be II mrishing 
The number of childieii enrolled in 
the school district, if between four and 
live hundred.

In reality his 
government has been extremely despot- 
ic and tyrannical, as evidenced by sum- 
mary beheading of Gen. Legarda, his 
Secretary of the Treasury, lor advising 
against prolonging the contest with the 
United States, and by bis disregard of 
property rights.

An Indianapolis, paper, speaking of 
Dr. L. T. Cooper, a brother of Dr. R. W. 
Cooper, the Quaker doctor who is now 
showing in this city says: Dr. Cooper, 
the medicine man, who throws away 
money, paraded the streets Thuisday 
morning with his M i nstrel show. It was 
led by a colored band in a tally-ho, fol- 
lowed by two carriages with negroes, in 
stage costume acarriage with two smooth 
faced men, the doctor's carriage, and a 
colored orchestra in a carriage.

Provisions of a Bill Recent- 
ly Signed by Oov. Plngree. 

The Sayer Anti-Trust bill, which will 
be made a law by Gov. P.ugree's siguat- 
ure, is sweeping in its provisions. 

It declares unlawful every sort of part- 
nership, corporations, combination 
agreement designed to increase or reduce 
prices of output, restrict trade or prevent 
competition in manufacturing, transpor- 
tation, sale or purchase of any merchan- 
dise, produce or commodi I y. Every such 
transaction is declared to be a conspiracy 
against trade, and the persons, firm, or 
corporation concerned are subject to sev- 
ere penalties. Michigan corporations will 
be proceeded against for the fotfeiture of 
their franchises, and foreign corporations 
will be deprived of their right to do bus- 
iness in Michigan. In addition, the of- 
fending corporation is liable to a fi le ol 
from $50 to $5,0110 and and tha prii cipal 
manager, director, agint, servant or 
iloyer thereof to imprisonment for 
ear. Each day's continuance of the 
iolation is made a separate offence.

persons who shall violate the law is to
